Public Invited to Listen in as 
Chapman Committee Opens 
Hearings on State's Budget 


Harrisburg

appropriations Committee took Its 
first look today at the state's fl,- 
400,000.000 budget, 
questioning 


state officials about school sub- 
sidies. 


Chairman Leroy W. Chapman 


(R-Warren) turned to the Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction's bud- 
get allocations first because they 
represented more than $500,000,- 
000, half 
of the 
general fund 


budget. 


The meeting was thrown open 


to the public, setting a precedent 
since committee meetings usually 
are held behind closed doors. 


"The public has a right to know 


what's going on in this budget," 
Chapman told a newsman. "That's 
why it's a public meeting." 


Taking up first the appropria- 


tion for the State Public School 
Building Authority, the committee 
heard that "the school bond mar- 
ket la drying up." 


Everett A. Quackenbuah, direc- 


tor of school administration, said 
•bonds of the 
school 
authority 


should have higher interest rates. 


"If these bonds could have in- 


creased interest rates or be bought 
by Insurance ' companies, perhaps, 
we would have a more ready mar- 
ket for them," Quackenbush told 
the committee. 


Gov. John 8. Fine, in allocating 


more than half of 
the general 


fund budget for education, has 
earmarked $3,000,000 to aid con- 
struction of new school buildings 
under a state financing plan. 


In the House, the Republican 


leadership set a Feb. 24 goal for 
pasage of legislation to set up 
machinery to revise Pennsylvania's 
79-year-old State Constitution.

Abolition of Milk Control Commission 
Is Advocated by Chesterman Committee 


Harrisburg 
(IP)—The Chester- 


man Committee today recommend- 
ed abolition of the State Milk Con- 
trol Commission. 


Its duties should oe turned over 


to the Agriculture Department as 
a way to save $75,000 a biennium, 
said the committee. 


The committee, headed by Fran- 


cis J. Chesterman, 
Philadelphia, 


was created by Gov. John S. Fine 
last year to study possible econo- 
mies in state government. 


The committee suggestion dif- 


fers from legislative proposals in 
recent years to abolish the com- 
mission outright with no controls 
at all. Coincidentally, such a bill 
was introduced in the Legislature 


•yesterday by Rep. William A. Bol- 


ton (R-Montgomery). 


The commission was created 20 


years ago to fix milk prices to in- 
sure an adequate supply for con- 
sumers. 3t traditionally fixes min- 


imum prices although it also has 
the right to set price ceilings on 
milk. 


The Chesterman Committee also 


suggested the transfer to the Agri- 
culture Department of the Bureau 
of Milk Sanitation, now a part of 
the Health Department. 


Although savings would be small 


since 85 per cent of the expenses 
are financed by the federal gov- 
ernment, the committee said the 
move would "eliminate much dup- 
lication and overlapping of author- 
ity and resultant annoyance to the 
farmer." 


The Milk Sanitation Bureau 


tests the bacteria counts in milk 
and investigates sanitary condi- 
tions in milk plants. 


The effect of the two recom- 


mendations, the committee's re- 
port said, would be to give the 
Agriculture Department full re- 
sponsibility for fure food law reg- 
ulation and enforcement. 


Pittsburgh (JP)—John A. Zurn, 


retire Erie industrialist, took over 
the post of jury commissioner In 
Erie today for the U. S. district 
court.

QUICK ACTION 
TO REPUDIATE 
YALTA PACT 


Washington (IP) — Speedy ap- 


proval of President Eisenhower's 
plan to repudiate any secret agree- 
ments with the Kremlin was fore- 
cast today in Congress, which ap- 
plauded his decision to free 'Chi- 
nese Nationalists on Formosa for 
raids on Red China. 


Sen. Taft of Ohio, the Republi- 


can leader, said he sees no reason 
why Congress can't act quickly to 
pass a resolution proposed by 
Eisenhower in his State of the 
Union message yesterday. 


The President said the resolu- 


tion should make it clear that 
"this government recognizes no 
kind of commitment contained in 
secret understandings of the past 
with foreign governments" which 
permit 
"enslavement" 
of 
any 


peoples. 


Taft said he is wholeheartedly 


for the Eisenhower plan. 


Eisenhower didn't say 
what 


agreements he had in mind, but 
the general assumption in Con- 
gress was that he may have been 
speaking of Yalta, where the V. S. 
and Britain made concessions to 
Russia to persuade her to enter 
the Pacific war. The Truman State 
Department said the Yalta Pact 
has been fully public since 1947, 
two years after its signing. 


Rep. Kersten (R-Wis) promptly 


issued a resolution he said was 
designed 
to nullify 
the Yalta 


Agreement. 
Kersten said in a 


statement the Yalta Agreement 
"gave Stalin a seemingly legal 
stranglehold on his conquests" and 
violated the rights of Poland and 
China. 


By setting It aside, Kersten 


claimed, the United States could 
"seize the initiative from the Com- 
munists and win the cold war." 


Some Democrats said they didn't 


see how the action the President 
proposed would alter the facts of 
Soviet conquests based on military 
power. 


Eisenhower's proposal was re- 


garded, in Congress as a first 
move toward carrying out his, pre- 
sidential campaign*, pfoihise''thaf 
'the U. Si will move in ways short 
of war to bring about the libera- 
tion of captive peoples in Russia's 
satellites.

Seoul (IP)—Lt. Gen. Maxwell D. 


Taylor arrived today and began a 
round of briefings prior to launch- 
ing a personal survey of his new 
command—the U. S. Eighth Army. 


The famed paratroop "jumping 


general" of World War n flew in 
from Tokyo shortly after outnum- 
bered South Koreans drove off 6CO 
attacking North Koreans on the 
frozen Eastern Front. The battle- 
line elsewhere was quiet. 


Taylor will take over as United 


Nations field commander from re- 
tiring Gen. James A. Van Fleet. 
He said the change in command 
would come within a few days. 


At a news conference, 
Taylor 


described himself as "just a green 
replacement" but said he has a few 
days to go through a "course of 
sprouts." He said that would 
make for an efficient transfer of 
command. 


A newsman asked Taylor wheth- 


er he brought any new instruc- 
tions on conduct of the war from 
President Eisenhower, with whom 
he conferred before leaving Wash- 
ington. 


"Obviously," Taylor replied, "I 


couldn't comment on that It's no 
secret that we did talk about 
Korea."

business with the railroad. We are 
confident thai the average time 
required to make a reservation and 
to purchase a ticket on a. train out 
of Pittsburgh will be drastically 
cut." 


Extension of the plan to other 


cities served by the Pennsylvania 
will depend on results of the trial 
installation here, he added. 


The ne\v system provides for a 


central ticket sales and service bu- 
reau manned by counter and tele- 
phone sales representatives. Pre- 
printed Pullman 
and 
reserved 


coach space coupons—one for each 
unit of reserved space on trams 
leaving Pitsburgh—will be arrang- 
ed under the hands of ^reservation 
clerks in special racks by train 
and by date, with different types 
of 
accommodations denoted by 


coupons of various colors. A board 
in full view of the public and of 
all sales personnel will show ac-' 
commodationa available on each 
train for the next week.

If, for exampe, a traveler wishes 


to obtain a bedroom on The Pits- 
burgher for New York any time 
during the week, a glance at the 
board for The Pittsburgher 
will 


show whether such an accommo- 
dation is available.

Questions and Answers 


for Korean Vets 


Q. I've just been released from 


the Army and I need treatment 
right away for a bad leg injury I 
suffered in Korea. What must I 
do to get this treatment from VA 
without delay? 


A. Go to any VA hospital or re- 


gional office with your discharge 
papers and with any otrfer evi- 
dence you may have showing that 
you suffered 
your disability in 


Service. As a Korean veteran, you 
may be entitled to emergency out- 
patient treatment. 


Q. I am a blinded veteran, and I 


understand I am entitled to a see- 
ing-eye dog at Government ex- 
pense. But I'can't afford the ex- 
penses of going to the place where 
I'm supposed to learn how to ad- 
just to the use of the dog. Is it 
possible for VA to pay these ex- 
penses ? 


A. Yes. VA may pay necessary 


travel expenses to and from the 
point where readjustment is avail- 
able, as well as your meals and 
lodging during the period of read- 
justment. 


Q. I am considered totally dis- 


abled for insurance purposes, and 
yet I only receive a 20 per cent 
disability compensation. Can my 
compensation be increased ? 


A. Only if the service-connected 


disability is shown to hr*-e be- 
come more severe. For insurance 
purposes, there may have been 
other nonservice-connected disabil- 
ities which, when combined with 
your 
service-connected 
ailment, 


produced total disability. Also, 
the criteria for determining total 
disability are different in insur- 
ance from those for compensation 
matters.

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EISENHOWER'S CABINET 


Some pretty foolish things are oeing said about 


the apparent "business" tone of the Eisenhower 
cabinet, suggesting that it is about time to take an- 
other hard look. Especially since a few giddy crit- 
ics are trying to label it "eight millionaires and a 
plumber." 


Answering the question "What are the facts?" 


Bruce BiDssat, I\EA Service editorial writer, offers 
the following information: 


In President Eisenhower's cabinet are four busi- 


ness men, not eight. 
In Mr. Truman's there were 


three at the end, but at one time there were four. 


Run through the list. On the Eisenhower team, 


Charles E. Wilson, Defense, head of General Motors; 
George Humphrey, Treasury, manufacturer; Sinclair 
Weeks, Commerce, Boston business man; Arthur 
Summerfield, Postmaster General, automobile dealer 
and politician. 


Their Truman counterparts for the same four 


posts, in that order: Robert Lovett, Wall Street bank- 
er; John Snyder, St. Louis banker; Charles Sawyer, 
Cincinnati business man, lawyer jand politician, Jesse 
Donaldson, career government official. Summerfield 
gives the Republican administration an edge of one. 


Here's how the other five posts stack up: Ag- 


riculture—Ike's cabinet, Benson, a farm cooperative 
specialist; Truman's, Brannan, lawyer and career 
man. 
Interior—Ike's, McKay, former Oregon gov- 


ernor; Truman's, Chapman, welfare expert and career 
man. Labor—Bee's, Durkin, AFL official; 
Truman's, 


Tobin, former Massachusetts governor. 
Attorney 


General—Ike's Brownell, New York lawyer; Tru- 
man's, McGranery, former judge and congressman. 


There are other business men in secondary posts 


in the new administration. 
So were there in the 


Democratic regime. 


What the complaints seem to boil down to is that 


the men in Mr. Eisenhower's cabinet are too recently 
associated with business. They have no government 
experience. 
They don't "know their way around 


Washington." 


Yet fai-r-minded men realize we must all start 


•somewhere. Mosx of the men Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and Harry Truman brought into their governments 
didn't know their way around at one time, either. 


Mr. Eisenhower was elected to bring a fresh ap- 


proach to several vital national problems. Should he 
therefore be expected to bring with him exactly 
the kind of men who so recently were voted out of 
power? 


Remember, he has been filling posts that are es- 


sentially administrative. In searching for competent 
administrators, he has come up with one more busi- 
ness man than the Democrats had. That hardly 
sounds revolutionary, nor does it suggest the Presi- 
dent assumes his victory to be a mandate to put busi- 
ness in the saddle. 


It remains to be demonstrated whether lawyers, 


politicians or career government men are better or 
worse than business men as government administrat- 
ors. 
Very probably any new test will show mixed 


results, as in the past. 


Again, the fair-minded »citizens will not likely 


worry too much about the origins of these men, or 
how much money they have in the bank. The real 
measure is what kind of a job they do and how 
they serve the American people. 


In the case of President Eisenhower's new cabinet, 


it would seem wise to wait and find out. Two w*>eks 
at the helm is hardly time enough to tell

As Wilson Cad-ged a Cadillac

TTTASHINGTON— (NEA) — They're thinking of renaming the Pen- 
" tagon "Automobile Row" now, and the crisis didn't arise just 
from the Senate fight ovei* confirmation of General Motors' Charles 
E. Wilson as Secretary of Defense. It's much more personal than 
that. 
It seems that the government automobile assigned to the former 


Secretary of Defense, Robert A. Lovett, \vas a big, black Chrysler. 
When Secretary Wilson heard about that, he \\as sorely troubled. 
As the ex-president of General Motors, he was afraid his automobile 
pals back in Detroit would rib him unmercifully if he were caught 
riding down Pennsylvania Avenue in the inaugural parade in a 
competitor's car. 
This terrible second crisis was finally brought to the attention of 


no less an official than the chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
Gen. Omar Bradley. And to its everlasting credit, the JCS came 
through with a battle plan that saved the day. 


General Bradley said that the car assigned to him was a Cadillac, 
•hich as everyone knows is a G. M. job. But General Bradley said 
2 wasn't proud and didn't care what he rode around in. 
So a swap was made and the license plates of the chairman of 
i;S and the new defense secretary were changed on the t\vo cars.

hassle over confirmation of C. E. Wilson as Secretary of De- 


fense in the Eisenhower cabinet may eventually result in a new, 


road and long-range directive from Congress on government buying 
jr the military services. 
Department of Defense officials have long contended that on many 
lilitary items required in quantity, small manufacturers just aren't 
[ualifled to bid. And with a team of big-business executives in 
control of the armed services, small business might get a still smaller

World War II. The Senate War Investigating Committee, headed 
by a fellow named Harry S. Truman, fought against this in its 
opposition to the naming of "dollar-a-year men'' to the WPB staff. 
The Truman committee insisted that these men get rid of their 
private holdings and go to work at government salaries whenever 
possible. 


This issue wasn't raised later, however, in the case of Republican 


Paul Hoffman, who was named first head of the Marshall Plan by 
President Truman. Mr. Hoffman resigned his presidency of Stude- 
baker Corporation, but was allowed to keep his stock.

SECRETARY WILSON'S ability to capitalize on his new job to 


the advantage of General Motors is mitigated by three steps in 


the defense contract procedure. They include competitive bidding 
in procurement, negotiation of contract and, finally, renegotiation.

Penelec to Aid In 
nstalling Analyzer 
At Phila. Institute 


Pennsylvania Electric Company 


and six other major power com- 
anies in Pennsylvania, New Jer- 
ey and Delaware have agreed to 
share in the cost of installing a 
400,000 network analyzer at the 
Franklin Institute in Philadelphia. 


The alternating current analyzer 


will be the largest of its kind and 
will be built by the Westinghouse 
Jlectric Corporation. It will be 
.oused in a special building on the 
oof of the Institute, occupying a 
otal floor space of 2,500 square 
eet with two conference rooms 
and a staff office in addition to 
the computing equipment. 


A network analyzer is a mlnia- 


ure power system, with circuits 
epresenting generators, transmis- 
ion lines, transformers and all 
ther devices necessary to actual 
jeneration, transmission and dis- 
tribution of electricity. It is used 
y engineers as an aid in solving 
he -many complex problems m- 
olved in maintaining and expand- 
ing power systems, and serves to 
liminate a great deal of paper 
omputation. 
Demands for electricity for resi- 


dential, commercial and industrial 
uses in areas served by Penelec 
are increasing rapidly, 
requiring 


areful planning for economical 


,and efficient generation. By simu- 
ating the conditions under which 
a given system operates, engineers 
an determine quickly-how addi- 
ional load at various points .will 
affect over-all operation and facil- 
ties needed. Since it takes from 
:hree to five years to plan and 
build a new generating station or 
ransmission 
lines, 
continuous 


studies are needed. 


Penelec 
engineers 
previously 


have used similar facilities in At- 
anta, Pittsburgh and Chicago, but 
were forced to wait many months 
at times to use these analysers. 


Companies 
participating will 


contribute to its cost in direct pro- 
jortion»to their anticipated annual 
work load. The analyzer is sched- 
uled to be placed in operation in 
mid-1954.

New York (.*)—Coat-conscioui 


businessmen are beginning to eye 
those mountains of records that 
threaten to push them out of the 
office. A lot of those flies could be 
filled with waste paper, they BUS- 
pecL 


And they shudder at the Increas- 


ing expense of paperwork tnat 
threatens to push them out of the 
profits column into the red ink. 
So they listen to the talk about 
the coming mechanical brains. 


To this has been added of late 


the fear that bombing raids could 
wipe out essential records of their 
dealings and contracts. 
So they j 


are hiring or building expensive 
hide-ways of their 
files. 
| 


Some of 
the load 
could be 


shucked—according to a study re- 
leased by the 
National Records 


Management Council—if business 
men would throw out the great 
mass of obsolete records threat- 
ening to engulf them. 


The council is a non-profit or- 


ganization which has worked with 
such organizations as the Rocke- 
feller 
Foundation, 
the 
Hoover 


Commission, the American Histor- 
ical and Economic History Asso- 
ciations and New York University 
in helping corporations and gov- 
ernment agencies separate the es- 
sential from the valueless -records 
they hoard. 


Corporate records now occupy 


office space valued at 150 million 
dollars a year and outside office 
storage space costing between 150 
and 250 million dollars a year, the 
survey estimates. 


The council adds that 95 per 


cent of all, corporate paper work 
that clerks file away is never re- 
ferred to—not because Tillie can't 
find it, but because the boss never 
has any reason to look at it again.. 


Business firms, even more than 


individual* seem to have that wide- 
spread trait of "laving" piece* of 
paper that put might some day 
come in handy.

The council'! president, Emmet 


J. Leahy, estimates that one tril- 
lion pieces of paper arc stuffed in 
the nation' business 
flies. 
He 


thinks 400 billion pieces could be 
burned or sold as wastepaper. 


Leahy, who directed the Hoover 


Commission's task force on rec- 
ords management, says his group 
found the government's hoard of 
paper filled 18% million cubic feet 
of files. 


Since then federal agencies have 


been destroying ~2% million cubic 
feet of records annually, have re- 
claimed for active use 57 thous- 
and file cabinets,

transfer cases and around 1% mil- 
lion square feet of ofllce and stor- 
age space. Leahy says the saving 
is nearly 5*4 million dollars a 
year.

Leahy warns,, their essential rec- 
ords may be snowed under an 
avalanche of useless paper.
